It will sOoit be sheep shearing 
time in Canada. As a large per¬ 
centage of the 1941 Canadian 
wool clip will l>e, used in s > war 
contracts it is iriipoitfint that 
Canadian wool be handled and 
marketed to best advantage, 
says A. A. MacMillan, Product¬ 
ion Service, Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. All wool 
cold commercially will be grad¬ 
ed according t 0 the Canadian 
wool standards and in this way 
each grade will be used for th,e 
purpose for which it is best suit 
ed. As Canadian wool of itself is 
equal to any produced elsewhere 
the tollowing suggestions may 
be of value to Canadian sheep 
raisers at this season of tk* 
year:— 

1. At lambing time avoid drop 

ping straw and chaff on the 
ewes’ backs while in the small 
lambing pens. * 1 

2. Avoid allowing ewes to get 
dirty in wet, muddy yards or 
pens. 

3. During the spring break-up 
keep pens as dry as possible.

Cropping Methods 

weeks ago we asked the ques¬ 
tion: “Will prairie soils wear out?” 
We answered, “Yes, unless present 
methods of crop production are 
altered.” 

Since the announcement of the 
Dominion Government Wheat Policy 
for 1941, it is apparent that our crop¬ 
ping methods will be altered. 1 have 
suggested on several occasions that 
the war, and the embarrassing wheat 
carry-over for which the war is 
largely responsible, might well force 
us to adopt better fanning practices. 
By that I mean practices which will 
be better for the land, and which will 
check the wearing out process. 

It is mast unfortunate that steps 
were not taken last fall to prevent 
thb exportation to the United States 
of the bulk of our 1940 grass seed 
crop. Had this been done, we could 
have undertaken a real soil con¬ 
servation programme. Instead, gov¬ 
ernment funds which might have 
baen devoted to grass subsidies will 
largely be used for increased sum¬ 
merfallowing. . , 

Extensive increases in summerfal- 
low acreage will inevitably aggravate 
the soil drifting and water erosion 
problems unless extreme t care is 
taken in tillage operations. Now, as 
never before, the information avail¬ 
able at Dominion Experimental Sta¬ 
tions should be consulted. 

Weed control, feed reserves and 
soil conservation should be our head¬ 
lines this season. 

We are raising more livestock. Let'? 
put the manure where it belongs - 

on the land.
